Agrees on Partial Program 
of Farm Credits Legislation.

Washington, January 4.—A partial 
program of farm credits legislation | 
was agreed on today by the senate | 


banking committee, which decided to 


report the Capper bill substanti.lly! 
as drawn and then proceed with con-* 
sideration of the Lenroot-Anderson 
bill in addition. 

The commitfee’s action clarifies the 
farm credits program by insuring that 
it will include two bills instead of a 
committee composite measure. Chair- 
man McLean, ot the banking com- 
mittee, does not plan to call up either 
bill in the senate until next week, 
when both are t& be read. 

The committee vote on the bill of 
Senator Capper, republican, Kansas, 
chairman of the senate farm bloc, was 
unanimous, but there was said to be 
some disugreement on features of the 
zenroot- Anderson measure. The 
committee inserted in the Capper bill, 
which was approved recently by Sec- 
retary Mellon, of?the treasury depart- 
ment, in preference to the Lenroot- 
a provision ex- 
tending the war finance corporation 
until March 31, 1924. This has been 
urged by agricultural organizations. 

The Capper bill, drafted in part by 
Eugene Mever, director of the war 
finance corporation, provides for or- 
ganization of the farmers and live 
stock growers’ co-operative credit or- 
ganization. It also amends the fed- 
eral reserve act by extending the ma- 
turity of negotiable live stock paper 
to nine months and reduces the na- 
tional banks in small communities, a 
provision designed to induce more 
banks to enter the federal system. 

Another feature of the bill increases 
from $10,000 to $25,000 the individ- 


ual loan limit of federal land banks.

credits is contained in the Lenroot- 
Anderson bill, which has the indorse- 
ment ef Secretary Wallace, of ‘he 
department of agriculture, and other 
government officials.

See Chance of Working 
Changes to Best Interests 
Of Conservative Wing.

Washington, January 4.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—It develop- 
ed today that political strategists 
haye a movement on foot to exploit 
ihe resignation of Secretary Fall of 
the interior department, officially an- 
nounced at the white house yester- 
day, in a manner that will be to the 
interests of the conservative wing of 
the republican party. 

Reliable reports have it that party 
conferences have agreed on Kepre- 
sentative Mondell, floor leader _of the 
house, as Mr. Fall's successor. Party 
strategists are figuring that for party 
interests it may be best to have Mr. 
Fall’s resignation in the hands of the 
president by Febcuary 1, rather than 
March 4, the daté set by the cabinet 
hend. In that event Kepresentative 
Mondell could be appointed before the 
present congress adjourns, which 
would make it necessary for a new 
floor leader to be elected at once. 

Party counselors figure that Repre- 
sentative Nicholas Longworth, o 
Ohio, would easily be elected. during 
the present congress, which is over- 
whelmingly republican, while if the 
election goes over to the next body 
there are threai. that ultra-progres- 
sive members wil. combine with spe- 
cial groups and make trouble for the 
conservative republican majority. But 
if Longworth is elected in this econ- 
eress his re-election in the next would 
be easier. 

Take N Chances. 

Since Secretary Fall is going any- 
way, and since th election of a new 
floor leader in the next house will 
be made necessary because of the re- 
cent defeat of Mr. Mondell in his 
race for the senate in Wyoming, it 
is argued that it would be much bet- 
ter for party interests to have Mon- 
dell go into the cabinet before March 
4, and to have Yongworth's election 
on the shelf, rather thai take chances. 
The suggestion is further advanced 
by party strategists that such a move 
would safeguard against a party split 
early in the new congress when the 
presidential campaign will be com- 
ing on. : 

Immediately efter the Fall resigna- 
tion became kno vn Mr. Mondell’s 
nome was linked with those mention- 
ed for the post.

WHAT COULD 

'AUSTRIA SAY? 

| Russia confined herself to mobiliz- 
ing in four military zones: Odessa, 
| Kieff, Moscow and Kazan. At the 
‘same time, M. Sazonoff announced 
‘through the Russian ambassador at 
|Vienna “that. these precautionary 
| measures were not aimed in the 
_slightest against Austria and did 
not imply in the slightest aggressive 
ineasures against Austria.” What 
more could aggressive Austria ask 
and what could she say, after she 
had taken the initiative, as she did? 

She said nothing. But the extra- 
ordinary thing—or perhaps the one 
only too easily to be understood—was 
what Germany did. Germany had 
announced, on July 27, through Herr 
von Jagow, to the British ambassador 
“that if Russia mobilized only in thé 
;}south Germany would not mobilize.” 
1 (Yellow Book, 67.) This was quife 
| normal, since what objection could 
Germany make to a mobilization that 
did not affect her? Yet, when this 
mobilization occurred, Herr von Ja- 
gow simulated indignation. M. Jules 
(‘ambon remarked to him in diplo- 
mutie language that he was not con- 
sistent. But Herr von Jagow apolo- 
gized for having revealed an agree- 
ment which had been known in Rus- 
sia and might have served to reas- 
sure the Russian government some- 
what, and alleged in explanation of 
j}his later attitude, insistence on the 

part of the German general staff 
(Yellow Book, No. 119). . 

This shows how all.had been pre- 
pared and how a minister who wishes 
to go back on his word needs merely 
to hide beyond a general staff whose 
‘alleged acts cannot be verified even 
in its own country and which can 
be easily employed as a useful screen 
for lies; Moreover, as will be shown 
subsequently, there was no such in- 
sistence on the part of the German 
general staff—in any event, it yielded. 

Thus, while Austria made no pro- 
test against the mobilization, Ger- 
many adopted a menacing attitude, 
sword in hand. Count Pourtales, her 
ambassador at St. Petersburg, noti- 
fied M. Sazonoff “that if Russia did 
not stop her military preparations the 
Gerinun army would be mobilized.” 
‘That was in the afternoon and not in 
the evening as Count Payrtales 
claims, Ie made two visits: One in

Once more I want to register an emphatic protest against striking, 
beating, whipping, Or in any other brutal fashion torturing children.

Governor Commutes the 
Death Sentence of Dub- 
lin Man Convicted of 
Slaying Wife in 1920. 


Dublin, Ga., January 4 —(Special.) 
Local attorneys for Marshall Bass 


RICHARDS 15 SONVICTED 
FOR DEATH GF BROTHER 


have just learned from Governor; 
Thomas W. Hardwick that he bas! 
commutted to life imprisonment the 
sentence of Marshall Bass, who, 
while in an alleged drunken condition, 
shot and fatally wounded his wife in 
December of 1920. All the arrange- 
ments had been made ne the hanging 
of Bass Friday. 

At first Bass seemed very> hopeful 
and courageous, but as the time ap- 
proached for the hanging it could 
easily be seen that there was a ter- 
rible dread in the affair, but today 
he is heartily cheerful at the com- 
mutation of his sentence. 

It was only one hour from the time 
of the homicide until he was in cus- 
tody of the sheriff. Meanwhile he had 
made way with a pint of whisky. It 
is not known exactly how drunk he 
was at the time of the homicide, but 
it is known that he had been drink- 
ing for several days prior to the «ill- 
ing. He was in a very drunken state 
at the time he was arrested by the 
sheriff. 

Immediately after the arrest he 
was rushed by Sheriff L. F. Watson 
to the Bibb county jail for safe keep- 
ing but was brought back to Dublin 
for the March term of the superior 
court where he was tried, convicted 
and sentenced to be banged. 

o Supreme Court. 

The case was appealed to the su- 
preme court and the verdict affirmed. 
Efforts then were made for a new 
trial, but this was denied. ‘The case 
went before the prisoh commission 
but commutation also was denied. 

The jurors who.tried Bass’ case 
were: C, H. Schropshire, J. I. Moore, 
C.8C. Guest, J. D. Fountain, C. L. 
Beacham, T. J. Gardner, H. H. Cole- 
man, J. I. Chambers, Y. A. Parnell. 
R. H. Roche, T. J. Blackshear and 
J. D. Smith. | 

The grounds for commutation by 


the governor, it was learned, is that 
it did not come out in the evidence 
at the trial that Bass was in a drunk- 
en state at the time of the homicide. 

A majority of the jurors urgently 
requested the governor to commute 
the sentence, stating that had it been 
brought out in the evidence that the 
defendant was in a drunken state 
at the time the shooting occurred, 
they never would have convicted him. 

Ten of the twelve jurors made this 
appeal to the governor. 

At the time of the trial Bass stat- 
ed] that the shooting was an accident, 
but it was later ascertained that for 
several days he had been in a drunk- 
en state, and was either very drunk 
at the time of the homicide or. be- 
eime so within a few minntes. as 
it was only one hour from the time 
of the killing until he was in the 
custody of the sheriff. 

Notorious Case. 

Cooper & Cooper, attorneys of 
Macon, represented the defendant in 
his.superior court trial, and after all 
legal efforts had failed, Earl Camp. 
local attorney, hecame associated 
with them in their efforts for com- 
mutation. 

The time for the sentence to be 


executed was so near at hand that 
it was almost certain that the I!ast 
efforts had failed to get his sentence 
commuted. Every detail was in read- 
iness for the execution. His scaffold 
had been erected, the cap had been 
prepared and everything was in ab 
solute trim shape for the hanging of 
the convicted man. 

Not only Dublin but the entire see- 
tion was in tremendous suspense until 
the annonncement today of the deci- 
sion of Governor Hardwick to com- 
mute the sentence. 

Among the petitioners who appeal- 
e|] for clemency for Bass was Mrs, 
R. J. Pritchett. of Dublin. president 
of the Dublin camn of the UWnited 
Daughters of the Confederacy.
